WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Nixon informed 
Gerald R. Ford today that he 
was 
resigning 
the 
presidency, a White House 
aide said. Nixon will make a 
nationally televised speech 
at 9 p.m. EDT to tell the 
A m erican public of his 
decision. 
Nixon m et for 70 minutes 
in the Oval Ofice earlier 
today with the vice president 
to tell him he was stepping 
down and to lay plans for an 
orderly transition of’power. 
“I’m aw are of the intense 
interest of the American 
p e o p l e 
c o n c e r n i n g 
developments over the last 
two 
d a y s,” 
said 
P ress 
Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler, 
his 
voice 
quavering 
and 
speaking very slowly. 
In announcing the speech 
by Nixon, Ziegler said, “This 
of course has been a very 
difficult tim e,” 
Shortly after the Nixon- 
Ford meeting 
started, 
a 
presidential aide who asked 
not to be identified said 
Nixon called in the vice 
president to tell him he was 
leaving office. 
Nixon’s 
chief 
speech 
writer, Ray Price, has been 
working on his resignation 
speech for several days. 
Ford put off a scheduled 
western trip shortly before 
being called to the White 
House by Nixon. 
The meeting started at 
11:01 a.m. EDT with only 
Nixon and Ford present. 
Deputy Press Secretary 
G erald 
L. 
W arren 
told 
rep orters only m om ents 
before the sta rt of the 
m eeting th at Nixon had 
summoned Ford to the Oval 
Office. 
This followed a statement 
by a White House aide, who 
asked not to be identified, 
that Nixon had decided to 
resign, leaving only the 
timing uncertain. 
As demands for Nixon’s 
resignation mounted and the 
P resident 
was 
told 
by 
congressional leaders that 
his chances were dim of 
escaping conviction by the 
Senate, an aide, who asked 
not to be identified, said that 
the President now concurs 
with chief advisers that he 
will have to resign. 
Some 
advisers 
were 
reported urging Nixon to 
wait about a week and allow 
the atmosphere to calm to 
show that he is not being 
stampeded out of office. 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-

White House Chief of Staff 
Alexander M. Haig is among 
advisers who have suggested 
to Nixon that he quit in the 
afterm ath of the President’s

The San Jose, 
Calif., 
native is being held in the 
Plano* City Jail in lieu of 
$25,000 bond, but he is ex­ 
pected to be transferred to 
the 
Collin 
County 
Jail 
sometime today. The three 
15-year-olds, 
one 
from 
California and the other two 
from Plano, are also being 
held in the Plano facility. 
One of the juveniles being 
held is a female, authorities 
said. 
Police believe that the four 
teenagers hid 
inside 
the 
building before closing and 
then went through the store 
selecting merchandise. The 
suspects 
also 
allegedly 
peeled the back off the safe 
and took more than $1,000 in 
cash. Gibson’s authorities 
estimated about $2,000 in 
damages to their store. 
When the suspects were 
arrested at 4:30 a.m. by 
Patrolman Lynden Payne, 
they had m ore 
than a 
thousand dollars in cash and 
about $5,000 worth of drugs, 
guns, cam eras, calculators 
and other merchandise in 
their 
possession. 
The 
suspects were stopped as 
suspicious persons and the 
officer said he observed the 
merchandise in the rear of 
the car.

DALLAS (UPI) — Robert 
Excel White was convicted 
Wednesday of the robbery- 
murder of an elderly Collin 
County grocery store owner 
and sentenced to death. 
Jurors answered “yes” to 
three questions of State 
District Judge Tom Ryan 
with the result an automatic 
death penalty. Under the 
new Texas penal code if the 
jury had answered “no” to 
any of the questions White 
would have been sentenced 
to life in prison. 
Ryan 
said 
formal 
sen­ 
tencing will take 
place 
within IO days in McKinney, 
Tex. White is also charged 
with the murders of Billy St. 
John and Gary Coker, both 
18, in the same grocery store 
holdup. 
The three special issues

would be a continuing threat 
to society and if the killing 
was an unreasonable re­ 
sponse to provocation, 
if 
any, from the victims. 
The jury deliberated for 
one hour Wednesday m or­ 
ning before it found White 
guilty of capital murder.

The parents left the court­ 
room of Allegheny County 
Ju ven ile 
Court 
Judge 
Maurice B. Cohill Jr. 
in 
tears. 
“ This is a tough one,” 
Cohill said after remanding 
the 
girl 
to 
the 
county 
juvenile detention center 
pending a hearing. 
“ Either there is no strong 
father figure, or the parents 
are too strict,” he said 
“ Either way, its no good.” 
“ In this case,” Cohill said, 
“ the father was too strict.” 
The 
juvenile 
justice 
system in America is not 
exactly 
a 
well 
oiled, 
precision 
machine, 
in 
Cohill’s view, but it is not 
guilty of being as haphazard 
and arbitrary as its critics 
charge. 
“ I t ’s 
not 
the 
judicial 
system,” said Cohill, who is 
head of the National Council 
of Juvenile Court Judges, 
based in Reno, Nev. “ The 
real 
problem is 
finding 
adequate alternatives.” 
Other jurists and lawyers 
involved in the juvenile 
justice system agreed. 
Max Levine, an attorney 
for 
Neighborhood 
Legal 
Services 
Association 
of 
Pittsburgh, said: “ I ’m tired 
of 
hearing 
the 
judicial 
system maligned. It’s not the 
courts. 
It s finding alter­ 
natives after the courts— 
foster homes, institutions.” 
Levine filed a class-action 
suit in U.S. District Court 
recently on behalf of three 
juveniles who were being 
detained in “ tem porary’’ 
facilities for over one month 
at the time the suit was filed. 
The suit charged that the 
Pennsylvania Secretary of 
Welfare, Allegheny County, 
its commissioners and other 


state and local welfare of­ 
ficials violated the “ plain­ 
tiffs’ due process rights to 
treatment and a program of 
rehabilitation guaranteed by 
the Fourtheenth Amend­ 
ment.” 
The three juveniles “ and 
the 
class 
they 
represen- 
t...have 
been 
denied 
treatment and rehabilitation 
programs necessary 
for 
their successful integration 
into their communities,” the 
suit said. 
But how, asked Cohill, do 
you successfully integrate 
abused 
or 
delinquent 
children into their com ­ 
munities? 
Richard Roe, ll, one of the 
plaintiffs in the suit, was 
found delinquent in juvenile 
court 
for 
threatening 
playmates with 
a 
loaded 
handgun. 
His 
10-year-old 
brother, 
Michael A., was placed in 
the Mclntire Welfare Shelter 
after the court found his 
mother injured him with a 
rock and a shoe. 
Michael B . 8, was taken to 
the 
shelter 
by 
police 
following a visit to his home 
where 
they 
found 
“ the 
premises 
littered 
with 
human and animal excre­ 
ment and garbage,” the suit 
said. 


Levine said the suit does 
not question the court’s 
decision to take the children 
out of their home. Instead, 
the 
suit 
demanded 
the 
children 
be 
placed 
in 
shelters where adequate 
care could be provided. 
“ Defendants’ 
continued 
incarceration 
of 
minor 
plaintiffs without providing 
treatment and rehabilitation 
programs,” the suit said, 
“ constitutes 
cruel 
and 
unusual 
punishment 
in 
violation 
of the 
Eighth 
Amendment.” 


Cohill 
conceeded 
the 
judicial 
system 
is 
not 
without faults. 
He said that was why he 
helped launch the National 
Center for Juvenile Justice,

Parolees are being helped 
with their hidden handicaps 
by Goodwill 
Industries of 
America . 
The new thrust in Goodwill 
is based on a pilot project in 
Cincinnati 
—showing 
that 
Goodwill Industries can fill a 
gap in 
services 
to 
the 
parolees. 
National 
Director 
Dean 
Phillips described the new 
horizon during the Goodwill 
Industries annual meeting in 
New York. 
Phillips said expansion of 
the parolee program 
is 
based 
on 
success 
Cin­ 
cinnati’s director, W. Sharon 
Floren, 
had 
in 
helping 
parolees. 
Floren 
mixed 
common 
sense 
with 
psychological basics.” 
“ Quietly, steadily, Sharon 
Floren has been supplanting 
the handicap of hostility on 
the part of parolees with, 
aptly, goodw ill,” Phillips 
said. 
For the past ll months 
groups of IO parolees went to 
C in c in n a ti’s 
G oodw ill 
classes — each class: four 
weeks. 
“ The first problem for the 
parolees is acceptance of 
us,” Floren said. 
“ The 
parole 
boards 
handpick each parolee to 
come to us. Each one knows 
it is to their distinct ad­ 
vantage to cooperate but in 
the beginning psychological 
resistance runs deep.” 
“ At first they demonstrate 
their hostility to new-found 
freedom by being as dif­ 
ferent as people expect them 
to be,” Floren said. 
“ They wear crazy hats, 
shirts open, that 
sort 
of 
thing. If society thinks they 
are different, then, that’s 
what they will be. 
“ For the first week, it 
looks like Halloween.” 
Floren and his associates 
first help parolees to see that 
the 
Halloween 
look 
isnt 
going to help them find a 
place in society. 
“ We help them to make 
the 
decision 
to 
change 
costumes, 
manners 
and 
attitude. 
They 
play 
role­ 
playing, acting-out games. 


It ’s put on videotape and 
played back. The “ actors” 
then are cast in the role of 
critic. 
In one such game, for 
example, a parolee acts as a 
personnel 
manager. 
A 
parolee comes in to find a 
job. 
“ By placing these people 
in a different status role in 
society —even though make- 
believe, we are helping them 
to approach such a position 
in eventual real life,” Floren 
said. 
Criticism from parolee’s 
peers include —not being 
neat, 
not 
looking 
the 
prospective boss in the eye, 
poor enunciation and that 
sort of thing. 
“ Instead of forcing the 
subjects back into a shell, 
the criticism 
eventually 
brings out positive attitudes 
and confidence,” Floren 
said. 
“ Hey, man, that dude stuff 
you got on won’t do,” a critic 
says. “ Gotta he conservative 
to get this job.” 
The critic himself a week 
or two before wore pants and 
suspenders —no shirt. He 
was wrapped in a sullen 
attitude. Criticism from his 
peers changed him. And so it 
goes. 
Police are brought in to 
talk —at the next stage. This 
includes 
the 
parolees 
dressing in conventional 
work clothes and coming to 


work at Goodwill, punching 
a timeclock. 
“ Yeah, I ’m the head pig,” 
a ranking police officer 
recently began a session 
Good natured grins were 
exchanged 
Instant rapport 
supplanted 
understandable 
suspicion. 
After, the parolees learn to 
fill out job applications and 
to sell themselves during an 
interview. 
Instruction 
centers also on 
handling 
telephone 
manners 
—to 
secure appointments. 


There also is instruction on 
interpreting the want ads. 
They follow up on their job 
approaches —going to real 
interviews. Most come back 
and report on success in that 
effort. 
Failures are 
in­ 
frequent 


The Cincinnati plan has 
resulted in 80 per cent of the 
parolees landing jobs! 
“ I tell my parolees —you 
only fail when you fail to 
try,” Floren said.

I am an oven cook but detest 
cleaning the oven. After roasting or cooking anything that 
spatters grease in the oven I put a small container of full- 
strength household am m onia in the oven, leave it over night 
and wipe clean with a dam p sponge the next day.
